Voter questions aired at 
candidates’ forum

Five Red Deer-Mountain View fed¬ 
eral candidates and 200 voters gener¬ 
ated more light than heat at an elec¬ 
tion forum Sept. 30 at the Pomeroy Inn 
& Suites, organized by the Olds and 
District Chamber of Commerce. 

The evening pitted incumbent 
Conservative Earl Dreeshen against 
challengers NDP candidate Paul 
Harris, Liberal Chandra Kastern, 
Libertarian James Walper and Pirate 
Party candidate Scott Milne. 

The emphasis stayed on the ideas 
that will inform the vote on Oct. 19 
and lacked the shouting and finger 
pointing of the leaders’ televised cam¬ 


paign debates. 

The exchange drew audience 
applause for questions asked as well 
as for answers given during the formal 
part of the evening, moderated by the 
non-partisan dean of Mountain View 
politics, Bob Clark. 

The candidates and voters spent 
another hour in conversations about 
the details of the brief answers given 
during the forum. 

Questions about agriculture, foreign 
affairs, health care, seniors' issues and 
the neglect of wounded and psycho¬ 
logically injured military veterans 
sparked the most intense discussions. 

Although the constituency is new, 
created by redistribution in 2012, 
Dreeshen, a teacher and farmer, is 


the putative incumbent defending 
the record of Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s government. 

He told the forum he has “been hon¬ 
oured since the Harper government 
was elected in May 2011 to be part of 
a team that has worked hard on behalf 
of all Canadians. 

“These last four years have been 
the only time we had a majority so we 
could do the things we were going to 
do. 

Dreeshen defended the Harper rec¬ 
ord, “wrestling" with debt, and defi¬ 
cits, not “shortchanging" health care 
funding and a fivefold increase in 
infrastructure spending over the past 
Conservative decade. 

“Our families are looked after with 


low taxes and making sure you have 
the dollars in your pocket to make the 
decisions that are important to you 
and your families,” said Dreeshen. 

Liberal Chandra Kastern, the 
executive director of the Red Deer 
Symphony Orchestra, said the Harper 
government is in constant conflict 
with other public bodies such as the 
Supreme Court, the auditor general’s 
office, the artistic and scientific com¬ 
munities, Parliament and the media. 

“1 am not in this election to be a 
career politician but because I am a 
hard- working Canadian and I want to 
take my government back," she said. 

“The government works for us," she 
said.

“Paul’s going to show me around 
and introduce me to some of the resi¬ 
dents and hopefully chat with them 
about how we’re going to change the 
country,” Layton added. 

With his father’s legacy in Ottawa 
never far from his mind, Layton 
spoke on what Canadians want from 
their politicians today and whether or 
not Albertans could throw their sup¬ 
port behind the NDP on Oct. 19.

Money lost but goal

Town of Carstairs officials have sold the house 
they purchased in Cardston two years ago to hasten 
the arrival of two RCMP officers in the area 
But they didn’t sell it for as much as they purchased 
it for. They took out a loan for $230,000, bought the 
house for $220,000 and sold it for $210,000 after pay¬ 
ing roughly $4,700 in interest payments.

Town officials sold the house to individuals in April 
and just recently finished paying off the loan. It was 
on the market for about a year. 

“The detachment here was down members so we 
were looking at ways to maintain members here 
and there was some that were trying to transfer 
in but they couldn’t unless they sold their places,” 
explained McDonnell. 

“There was a husband and wife, he was coming to 
Didsbury, she was going to Olds, so what we did was 
we purchased the house in Cardston," he said. 

“That allowed them to transfer up and fill the 
vacancies here in the RCMP and then we held the 
house and then flipped it so that they were able to 
move quicker.” 

Carstairs mayor Lance Colby said he believes it 
was a worthy investment for a safe community. 

“We believe that our community needs to be a safe 
family conununity and in order to get the members 
up here, town council decided that we would assist 
in the move,” said Colby.

For all its talk about balanced 
budgets, the Harper government 
has only produced deficits and the 
NDP promises a balanced budget 
but doesn’t have a plan to do so 
and meet the commitments that it 
is making, she said.

Bob Fitzsimmons: from fire captain to rookie

When he retired from the Calgary Fire Department after 
22 years as a firefighter. Bob Fitzsimmons was the captain 
of Coach Hill Fire Station 29 in Calgary. 

Now he is a rank-and-file volunteer in the Didsbury Fire 
Department. 

“There is a chain of command. I take orders at the scene 
of a fire; we all do.” 

Discipline keeps a fire crew safer when responding to 
an emergency, even when the one taking the orders is an 


ex-captain in a big-city fire hall and the one giving them is a 
volunteer with half the experience. 

There is also respect, however, and younger firefighters 
who outrank Fitzsimmons on the organizational chart also 
learn from him in the part of training that is the exchange of 
wisdom gained over a lifetime. 

When Fitzsimmons finished with the department in 
Calgary, he started what he hoped would be an ideal life in 
Mexico. 

However, after a time he returned to a more stable life in 
Canada. 


In Didsbury, he and the fire department found each other. 

“This isn’t a job or a career. It’s a calling, a way of life,” 
Fitzsimmons agrees. 

The word “retirement" has a different meaning for a 
firefighter. 

There is always something that needs doing around a fire 
hall and an experienced person does it better. 

Fitzsimmons is still fit enough to ride the apparatus, as 
fire vehicles are called. 

When he’s not, he’ll still be welcome around the hall until 
he doesn’t want to be there any more, say his buddies.

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Martin is a firefighter 24 hours a day

Craig Martin, the training officer at the 
Didsbury & District Fire Authority, better 
known as the volunteer fire department, 
prepares firefighters to help people on the 
worst days of their life. 

Martin’s responsibility is to have Didsbury’s 
first responders ready to serve victims by 
combating flames, giving first aid or securing 
a scene. 

As a firefighter, he has found his calling. 

He fought forest fires in Alberta and worked 
for Safety Boss responding to oilfield fires at 
wells or facilities. 

Now, Martin volunteers for the fire 
department when he’s not earning a 
paycheque as a City of Calgary fireman. 

“I don’t shut off,” Martin says. 

“It is a way of life that changes everything 
for you. 

“You can't pick the moment when the alarm 
goes off; it might be during Thanksgiving 
dinner or in middle of the night.” 

He commutes to work four days on in 
Calgary, and on his four days off in Didsbury 


he maintains and improves the standards that 
the volunteers in the department meet in 
caring for their equipment and responding to 
calls. 

For a firefighter the training never ends, no 
matter how long their career lasts. 

The Didsbury volunteers train in fire 
fundamental skills. 

“It’s the equivalent of a trade.” 

Firefighters work toward a Red Seal issued 
by the International Fire Service Training 
Association. 

Didsbury has probationary firefighters and, 
based on length of service, people at the entry 
level, or who have their seals and members 
who are in between. 

Firefighters are first responders along with 
the RCMP to emergency calls such as motor 
vehicle accidents, hazardous material spills 
and sudden death, as well as fire incidents. 

This requires a wide range of skills. 

“We are very diverse,” he says. 

“Our minimum for injuries is first aid, CPR 
and at a health-care provider level. 

We have a couple of emergency 
medical technicians, which helps. 


“We can manage a scene, if necessary, 
before the paramedics and police arrive.” 

The one thing he can't give courses on is the 
close bond that firefighters share. 

“It’s like a big family,” Martin said. 

"We are happy for each other’s milestones 
like babies and marriages.”

In a small town, readers expect their newspaper to 
separate the wheat from the chaff and then to “tell it 
like it is." 

The community newspaper is not some monolithic 
entity; its editor is not some ivory towered “big shot.” 
He or she is also a neighbour. He or she is one who 
goes to church with you, or stops to chat in the gro¬ 
cery store or Ls always there to volunteer at commun¬ 
ity functions or stops to shake hands or just waves in 
passing. 

More importantly, he or she is the one everybody 
else trusts to promote those tilings that are beneficial, 
and to try to stop that which is not. There’s a fishbowl 
effect in small towns, and its newspaper is hence, 
often its lightning rod. It may be praised one week 
and dog-cussed the next, but it is not only impossible, 
but really not important that it be liked. It’s important 
that it be respected and it is even more important that 
it be trusted. 

And that, in a nutshell, is the secret to the continued 
success of community newspapers.

Roy Brown, the Town 
of Didsbury chief admin¬ 
istrative officer on dis¬ 
ability leave and facing an 
Alberta Municipal Affairs 
probe into his conduct, 
defended his record in a 
statement Oct. 2. 

Brown said council has 
taken actions “that have 
discredited (him).” 

He cited “a review” of 
all of his management 
expenses, “commenting 
on Town of Didsbury 
staff terminations" that he 
approved and “ordering a 
review” of his conduct. 

Brown said council will 
find “absolutely nothing 
amiss” with his expenses. 

Although he was on 
sick leave when the “ter¬ 
minations were issued, 
he was aware of these 
terminations and signed 
the letters of termination 
electronically.” 

Brown said the ter¬ 
minations came after sev¬ 
eral months’ work to find 
“efficiencies within the 
organization,” and came 
after they were given 
“considerable thought." 

He said he welcomes a 
Municipal Affairs review 
of his conduct but he 
hopes the “scope of the 
review would be widened 
to include the actions of 
council and council mem¬ 
bers.” 

He said in the statement 
that he finds the actions 
of council “very discon¬ 
certing" because he has 
always had “exemplary 
performance reviews.” 

Brown’s statement 
came in the form of a 
press release issue Oct 2. 

There has been no com¬ 
ment from council.

Student opinion split on voting age

City councillors at the Alberta 
Urban Municipalities Association 
(AUMA) annual meeting Sept. 23 
voted three to one against lowering 
the voting age to 16. 

Most Didsbury High School stu¬ 
dents, interviewed Oct. 1, agreed 
with the elected officials. 


Lethbridge councillor Jeff Coffman 
who teaches political science at the 
University of Lethbridge proposed 
the idea to the AUMA because, 
"academic research shows that the 
younger a person votes, the greater 
the propensity that they will actually 
keep on being a voter throughout 
their life. 

"This is about training a group of 
16- and 17-year-olds how to be demo¬ 


cratic citizens." 

Here is what five Didsbury students 
answered to the question: Should the 
voting age be lowered to 16? 

Delva, age 15: “No. The voting age 
shouldn’t bel6. Most of us just are 
not ready.” 

Rebecca, age 15: “No. We aren't 
adults until 18. A lot of younger 
people just aren’t mature.” 

Danika, age 17: “No. We are still 


adolescents. We are not allowed to 
drink or smoke or get married." 

Sydney, age 17: “No. We are not 
mature. Not ready to take on this 
responsibility." 

Christian, age 14: “Yes. If one party 
supports education more than the 
other parties, I would vote for that 
party when I’m 16 so that I have 
those education benefits when I am 
18."
